Is the latest tract that will be 
so designated. 


The ranch will be officially desig- 


nated as a game bird refuge by the 
state agriculture 
department, 
in 


accordance with correspondence be- 
tween the Keifers and State Game 
Warden Frank B. O'Connell, for 
one year on payment of a nominal 
rental of ? 1 by the state. The state 
will place warning signs about the 
tract prohibiting hunting on it, and 
the residents of the locality will ar- 
range the policing under the state's 
authority. 
This will be the third such tract 


in the state. The first 
was 
the 


Fcntenelle park near Belleville, on 
the Missouri, and the second is the 
recently created preserve of 3,500 
acres northwest of Nebraska City. 


The Elora ranch Is south of-Bost- 


wick. and 
provides 
considerable 


natural cover. Oswin Keifer informs 
Warden O'Connell. the Republican 
river flows through the tract, in- 
creasing its desirability as a pre- 
serve. 'While the lease expires in a 
year, according to state law. it is 
the wish of the owners that it shall 
continue, as'a preserve indefinitely, 
and the lease will probably be re- 
newed from year to year. A crate 
of pheasants has already been sent 
to the Keifers and released upon 
the land. 
While hunting would not be per- 


mitted within the limits of the pre- 
serves, the department of agricul- 
ture has written the Kfifers, trap- 
ping to destroy rabbits and other 
pests may be carried out.

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ACADEMIC FREEDOM. 


Academic freedom has long been the refuge of those 


members of university Instructional staffs who find 
it impossible to conform to the same restraints and 
limitations which circumscribe the actions of the 
majority. 
It is the most abused phrase in the English 


language. - 


In the practical atmosphere of the business and 


industrial world there is little reference to academic 
freedom. 
Business knows its own necessities. 
.It 


must have a well-organized, smooth-working and 
high-efficient force or staff of workers. There must 
be due and proper recognition of authority. Any in- 
fraction of discipline or any instance of insubordina- 
tion is promptly recognized and punished, according 
to the circumstances of the case. It would be pre- 
posterous If the offending worker should plead acade- 
mic freedom in excuse of his failure to follow in- 
structions; the utmost folly for him to attempt to 
justify his failure to fit Into the general program of 
the institution because he saw fit to formulate his 
own course of action. 


The recent agitation at the University of Nebraska 


to abolish military drill or make it optional on the part 
of the students throws a new light upon these cham- 
pions of academic freedom. 


It Is a matter of small concern to them whether the 


state university has a solemn obligation to conduct 
the courses in military science. The precious "privi- 
lege" which they call academic 
freedom, 
through 


which they give voice to their individual judgments, 
transcends such a small matter as a contract which 
has been recognized by the land grant colleges of this 
country. It is not a matter of importance whether 
this contract is enforceable in law or not. It is a 
contract and should be recognized as such. The at- 
titude of certain universi1- pastors in urging that this 
be set aside Is amazing to say the least. Nor is it 
a matter of any great consequence that the state of 
Wisconsin did not see fit to fulfill its responsibility in 
this matter. Nebraska, in common with other land 
grant colleges, has acknowledged her obligation. The 
failure of Wisconsin to live up to an agreement pro- 
vides no very °-ood reason why the university of this 
state should be equally careless and indifferent to- 
wards Its contract. A legislature in Wisconsin also 
considered steps to nullify the national prohibition act. 
would these same friends of academic freedom urge 
similar action In Nebraska? 


Academic freedom of this character deserves to be 


known by another name. 


• * 
* * 
The champions of this campaign to abolish military 


drill have succeeded in confusing the issue. The im- 
pression has gone out in the state that men are com- 
pelled to take tho courses in military science, who en- 
tertain true conscientious scruples against such train- 
ing. 
Now such is not the case. No student at the 


university, who by reason of religious views Is op- 
posed to the training, is compelled to take it. He 
has always been given a respectful hearing and has 
been given an excuse upon the proper showing. 


Youth may, and generally does entertain a good 


many notions that It knows what is best for its own 
welfare. That does not prove anything. More often 
it Is wrong than it Is r'-^ht. Youth must be sub- 
jected to some restraint and some discipline and there 
is no finer training In the university in this particu- 
lar than that when comes from military drill. 


Of course the advocates of academic freedom do not 


like restraint. They want to be allowed to throw all 
the "monkey wrenches" they desire. They do not care 
how much confusion they may tause or what Injury 
may result. 
They are in the blessed quest of truth. 


If most of them spent their time assimilating the les- 
sons which history reveals, they would not have so 
much leisure for the pursuit of the bubbles which 
they chase. 
Very little in the way of new thought 


has been added to the sum total of the world's knowl- 
edge in the last few years. The pet hobbles and the- 
ories which engross the attention of these champions 
of academic freedom all have their echoes in the ex- 
perience of man throughout the long ages. 


To be sure tho regents do not want to interfere with 


the freedom of thought of any one connected with 
the state university. They are anxious to permit the 
widest latitude. But they would be conferring a deep 
favor upon a busy, practical world if they took some 
of these champions of academic freedom by the ears 
and gently led them to the woodshed.

Now that the Gooding bUl has been defeated in the 


senate, an excellent oppori.nlty is presented for those 
who fought the measure to make good on their prom- 
ises and representations that lower rates could and 
would be made In the middle west If the railoads wore 
allowed to meet the competition of water-bcrne traf- 
fic via the Panama canal and thus enlarge their gross 
earnings, without being compelled to sacrifice part 
of their present revenue i by cuttln^ rates for Inter- 
mediate hauls to the same level as those to coast des- 
tinations. 


If things work out in this way, the people of Ne- 


braska and neighboring states will feel satisfied with 
the outcome of the long controversy. But If the 
pledges given should not be made good, there will be 
general disappointment and resentment in this sec- 
tion. 


There are pending before the interstate commerce 


commission at the present time applications by tho 
western carriers fo.- a blanket increase of 5 per cent in 
freight rates throughout the Mississippi and Missouri 
river valleys, and also for a further 15 per cent ad- 
vance in class rates. 
Are these demands to be 


pressed as they have been heretofore? Will the rail- 
roads still insist on collecting greater toll from Ne- 
braska's agricultural and live stock Industries for 
the service they perfom in transporting Its products 
to market? 
And will the inhabitants of the Corn- 


huskcr state and adjoining itates still be asked to 
contribute more to the* eastern-owned transportation 
companies on the shlpped-In goods which they con- 
sume? 
N 


This part of the country has long felt itself the ob- 


ject of unfavorable discrimination in railroad rates, 
compared with those enjoyed by both the cast and 
west coast regions. 
Construction of the Panama 


canal haa brought it no benefit, although a very 
large part of the cost of that proj«et wa« paid by the 
Interior section. 


The Gooding bill was sponsored by senators from 


the Rocky Mountain states who claimed that Indus- 
trie* in their territory were unjustly hampered by 
coast competition enjoying more favorable rates on 
longer hauls. It would have forbidden the railroads 
to charge more for a shipment from Chicago or New 
York to Boise, la., or Spokane, Wash., than on'goods 
of the same kind ^ shipped from Chicago or Nev York 
to Seattle or Portland. 


In opposing" the measure, the railroads and many 


chambers of commerce In the cities contended that a 
hard and fast rule like that laid down by the Good- 
Ing bill would make it Impossible for the carriers to 
compete with ships operating: through the Panama 
canal. They argued that if the railroads were allowed 
to pick up some additional through traffic to the 
west coast at lorn- rates, instead of 
hauling 
back 


empty cars which had brought the products -of Cali- 
fornia, Washington, Oregon, Hawaii, the Philippines, 
China and Japan to consuming territory east of tho 
Rockies, the railroads could then afford to make lower 
rates in the middle western territory. 


It will become apparent In the near future whether 


that promise was made in good faith, or whether it 
was just a talking point to win votes against the 
Gooding bill. There is going to be a great deal o£ 
popular interest in how the thing works out. 


Should the middle west fail to secure relief from 


freight rate inequalities under which It has hither- 
to labored, and especially if its transportation bur- 
dens should be further increased to satisfy the clamor 
of already prosperous carriers for more revenue, It 
will create a very pronunced belief throughout the 
corn and wheat belt that another gold brick has been 
handed to the people of the great food-producing area. 


A TREMENDOUS WASTE. 


Wastefulness is recognized as one of the besetting 


sins of "the American people and because nature has 
been so prolific with native wealth, it has only been 
within comparatively recent years that any attention 
has been paid to our profligacy with respect to this 
bounty. "We had almost stripped the land of timber 
before any attention was paid to the reckless waste 
that was being Indulged in, but it has been the same 
way with most of our other natural resources. 


It is to be taken for granted that almost everyone 


knows that oil has been allowed to go to waste in 
shocking quantities, yet who would have supposed 
that for every gallon of the fluid saved and utilized 
six are wasted? A statement to this effect was made 
a few days ago by Dr. William T. Thorn, chief of the 
fuel section of the United States geological survey. 


Dr. Thorn stated that the waste Of oil In this coun- 


try amounts to 4,560,000,000 barrels per year, approxi- 
mately six barrels being lost for every one that is 
extracted. This is mainly because of the high pres- 
sure competition among drillers and the unscientific 
methods employed by them. 
It was further stated 


by Dr. Thorn that another barrel might be saved by 
improved methods of drilling and probably two more 
by other refining methods which are now being con- 
sidered by geologists and physicists. There are, how- 
ever, three barrels out of every seven which cannot 
be saved by any known method. 


The total oil production in this country is now 


760,000,000 barrels yearly, with a valuation of over 
one billion dollars. Dr. Thorn says that if a million 
dollars were provided annually for investigation in 
pure science and technology it is highly probable that 
at least one of the six barrels now lost mlght^j1 
saved. This would mean an annual saving of a o..- 
lion dollars In return for the investment of a million. 


It would seem under such circumstances that the 


oil men, with their practically unlimited resources, 
would make such Investment as the one suggested by 
Dr. Thorn, but they are apparently content to grab 
such fields as may come Into view, working them in 
the same old way and taking such profit as they are 
able to under the present system. It may be that 
when the oil Is all gone there will be somthing else 
to feed to Internal combustion engines. 


LAW ENFORCEMENT. 


A most excellent example of law enforcement is 


that which comes from a Michigan college, where 
twenty-one members of a sorority reported ten young, 
men who indulged In a few "drinks" at a dance. 


"Not because we are prudish, but because we are 


old-fashioned girls, with old-fashioned Ideals," these 
young women said in explanation of their act. 


No unseemly conduct precipitated 
this 
decision. 


Very few of those at the dance were aware liquor 
had been brought to the hall. The action can be at- 
tributed to nothing but a desire on the part of these 
young women to obey 1he laws of the land. 
After 


all law is nothing more than the rules which Society 
forms to safeguard and protect itself. It has no more 
strength than the sentiment back of It. If a com- 
munity does not feel the pressing need of such a law, 
then it is safe to conclude enforcement of it will be 
lax. 
Effective administration will come with an 


aroused and an aggressive public sentiment back of it. 


Lawmakers might very well keep this in mind when 


they come to pass upon various proposals brought 
aefore them. 
/ 


Is the sentiment back of it representative of the 


majority? 
\Vill the people who must bow to 
its 


mandate recognize that It is necessary for their own 
welfare? 


The Intelligent, observing lawmaker should have 


little difficulty in discriminating between a measure 
which has awakened and united public sentiment back 
of it, and one which represents the selfish interest 
or the fanatical zeal of a noisy, determined and au- 
dacious minority. Much of the 
legislation on the 


statute books today is of the latter type. It is there 
because the majority Is generally indifferent 


The attempt to regulate --raffle, one of the big 


problems in every American city today, will be no 
more successful than popular sentiment makes it. 
The effort to reduce crime in this country will suc- 
ceed in no larger measure than the public makes 
tnown its determination to uncover and punish law- 
essness and vlciousness. 
There is enough law today 


to reach every type of wrongdoer. The reason why 
so many escape punishment is because the public 
!ias not seen fit to recognize that primary responsi- 
bility of law enforcement rests with it.

EYES AND DIGESTION. 
D. Wants an. answer to the following question: Is it harmful for 
the eyes to read while eating' or right after it? 
The only thing that I can think of that would cause reading to dis- 


turb while eating would be the reading of anything very exciting or sad. 
The emotions aroused by such reading might delay digestion. I don't 
know that tlif eyes would be hurt any, If the light is right. 
SLEEP AND DIGESTION. 


* How long after an ordinary meal should one wait to take a nap, and 
what interval of time should elapse between dinner and be4time? 
Some experiments have been performed which show that sleeping 
directly after a meal caused an increase In the acidity of the gastric 
juices and a decrease In the muscular activity of the stomach. It was 
thought that the Increased acidity was due to the prolonged retention of 
food in the stomach. <It was observed that resting in the horizontal po- 
sition encouraged digestion, but It was necessary that the patient be 
awake.) " For these reasons one should not take a nap after a hearty 
meal late at night, unless the retiring hour Is late. Three or" four hours 
should elapse between a hearty meal and retiring. 
This time allows 
the stomach opportunity to empty itself Into the intestines and sleep 
does not interfere with intestinal digestion. 
EXERCISE AND DIGESTION. 


How long after a meal is It all right to exercise vigorously, such as 


tennis and rapid hiking? 
This would depend upon the size of the meal—two hours at least 


should elapse after a heavy meal. A shorter time could elapse after a 
light meal. 
HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE AND OVERWEIGHT. 
"Dear Doctor: I have' reduced my weight -from 215 to 173, or 42 


pounds' loss. My blood pressure Is reduced from 210 to 146 points, and 
I never felt better in my life. I'm still eating according to your direc- 
tions. I am 54 years of age and am a locomotive engineer by profession, 
so you see I get plenty of exercise.—E." 
There is one thing we do know about high blood pressure, and that 
is that it is very frequently associated with overweight; reducing the 
weight invariably reduces the blood pressure. 
I can tell you, E., that 


you are much safer with blood pressure at 146 than at 210-—and so are 
your passengers!

University Pastors Express 


Views On Military Training 


Student pastors at the University 


of Nebraska have given Individual 
statements of their views In 
the 


present agitation against compul- 
sory military training. Three of th<3 
pastors out of seven state they are 
not in sympathy with the movement 
to abolish drill, and declare them- 
selves In harmony with the regents' 
stand; one refuses to commit him- 
self; and the remaining three are 
emphatic in their opposition to mili- 
tary drill, two of them leveling some 
pointed remarks at the regents' at- 
titude concerning1 the "propriety" of 
agitating such a question while en- 
gaged<( In student .religious work. 
The secretaries of the two Christian 
associations also made statements. 
The statements follow: 
Henry Erck of the Missouri Synod 


Lutheran church said: 
"With regard to the present con- 
troversy, I beg to state that I have 
not. been and am not now Identified 
with the movement to secure the 
abolishment of compulsory military 
training at the University of Ne- 
braska for obvious reasons. In tho 
first place, I realize that the priv- 
leges which I enjoy are accorded me 
as spiritual adviser to students of 
the synodical conference of the Lu- 
theran church. As such I have no 
interest in Interfering with the poli- 
cies of administration obtaining at 
this institution. 
Secondly, any In- 


terference on my part in this matter 
would involve a violation of the 
principle of my church winch stands 
for complete and uniquivocal sepa- 
ration of church and state, and for 
violation of which I would be held to 
account." 
Mr. Arthur Jorgensen, 
general 


secretary of the Y. M. C. A., ex- 
presses his opinion of the matter In 
the following words: 


"As an alumnus of the University, 
I believe that the finest aca'demlc 
traditions and aspirations, stressing 
as they do the open-mind, the toler- 


ant spirit, and the 
untramelled 
search for truth, are hindered and 
not helped by a /strong military de- 
partment whose development de- 
pends upon compulsion rather than 
the free choice of 
the individual 


students. 
v 
"As a citizen of the state I believe 
that compulsory military training Is 
un-democratic and un-American. 
"As an American I am opposed to 
any step, not absolutely essential, 
that makes easier the application of 
force rather than reason to issues 
arising 
between nations. In my 
judgment, 
compulsory 
military 


training is such a step. 
"In all this 1 speak only my per- 
sonal opinion and in no sense as a 
representative of any group or or- 
ganization with which I may be 
connected." 


Reverend L. '\V. McMillin, priest 


in 
charge. 
University Episcopal 
chrch states his atitude toward the 
matter as follows: "Because of tho 
improssion that seerns to be abroad 
on the campus that all of the re- 
lijnous workers here are sponsod- 
Ing the present agitation regarding 
compulsory 
military 
training, 
I 


wish briefly to state my attitude on 
this question. 


"I have always been in favor of 


compulsory military training 
in 


colleges and preparatory 
schools 


and I can see no good reason yet 
fiis changing my views. I need not 
SO into all of my reasons which in- 
cluilet physical exercise, dignity of 
b?;mp.srr sanitation, teaching pat- 
riotism, obedience, respect for the 
law and order, etc. Aside from all 
that, I believe that land grant col- 
leges are in duty bound to have 
compulsory .military training.

the runner, other than a sprinter, 
should warm up exactly as he runs 
—by taking long easy strides for- 
ward without 
kinking the knees. 
This method actually warms up— 
that is, makes pliable—the muscles 
that will he used In the race. Jog- 
ging up and down does not do so.
